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Not e o n Sou rce l B _B ackg r ound 

- « Source's family lived in BERLIN until 194-5 and they had a fruit and vege- 
table shop there. Just before the capitulation the family moved out to their 
week-end house at EGGERSBORF (near STRAUSSBERG).. Just after the capitulation 
Source's father, who had been a Zellenleiter in the N.S.D.A.P. was arrested by 
the Russians and taken to LANDSBERG, and a long time afterwards the family 
received news through the International Red Cross that he had died. 

2. After Source had finished his apprenticeship in 1948 he went illegally to 
the British Zone ( ROTHENBURG in the HANNOVER area) where he remained until he 
returned illegally to the R.O.Z. to visit his mother at Xmas 1948. Source 
olairas that he was caught on the way back and therefore had to remain in the 
Russian Zone. He did not work until he joined the police in March 1949. 

3. At his first unit at POTSDAM/CICHE he became a Gruppenftlhrer but on post- 
ing to the unit at PQRST he held no Arnction. In August 1949 he. was posted to 
the new school at FKENZLAU and with this unit he served with various companies 
and was Gruppenf(ihrer/2er stellv ZugfUhrer before becoming C ompany Clerk 
(Kompanicschreiber) with th e 5 Kompanie at the beginning of November 1949. 

4. Source reports that his mother moved to BERLIN (U.S. Sector) in October 

1949 when she obtained a residential permit on account of the fact that the 
family had lived there until 1945* Source claims that his mother hopes to get 

the family shop back again in which case he intends helping her with it; 

5* Source claims that naturally during his police service he was asked to 
join the S.E.D. but he told them that ho was a member of the local Ortsgruppe .’ 
They asked if he would produce a certificate to this effect and he obtained on« 
from the EGGERSDORF Ortsgruppe to the effect that "he had applied to join the 
party." Source claims that to safeguard himself he had at one timo asked the 
local party office for a questionnaire in order to join but that he had never 
filled-up same nor submitted it. It is rather hard to believe that the police 

accepted this certificate the more so as Source claims that he was voted as 

lor Vorsitzender within his police group. 

6. Source claims that his trouble with the police really only began during the 
week before he defected when his Kompaniefdhrer discovered that he had been 
keeping a diary part of which had been written in code/* Also voiy hard to 
believe i3 the fact that after the diary had beon taken from him by the Kom- 
panieftlhrer (Oberrat KUNISH) Sourco took it back from KUNISH's desk and burned 
it. Source was questioned about the coded part of the. diary but claims that 
he "un-coded" it all as part of his private life. 

7. It is also strange that after this affair with the diary Source was still 
allowed to work in the company office but he claims that as from that time on- 
wards he was no longer left in possession of certain secret documents which had 
been previously left in his room. Another possible explanation for the 
apparent slackness on behalf of his superiors is the fact that immediately 
following the incident with the diary KUNISH went on two days leave. 



8. Apart from the three possible reasons for Sour 
i.e. fact that his mother is now living in the U.S. 
non-membership of the S.E.D. might at any moment be 
being an agent as he had kept a coded diary - Sourc 
the week before he defected three pupils of the sch. 
had been receiving letters or having correspondence 
Sectors.

If what Source claims is true it is little wonder that he defected and 
intends living with his mother in the U.S. Sector, but assuming that, it is still 
rather hard to understand why Source brings the documents to a British office . 
does not appear to want anything in return, not even help to settle in BERLIN '• 
or arrange return of the family shop, and is so very apologetic that he did not - 
defect a week or. two earlier when ‘he might have been able to bring other 
material v/hioh v/as then located in his office. 1 Source in this office was 
•toying* with the idea of returning overnight to the school and stealing more 
documents, and without any suggestions he has offered to do all he can to get 
information by one means or another. 

10. The duplicated documents which Source has brought with him would appear to 

be completely genuino and the only shadow of doubt that remains in the inter- 
rogator's mind is that, considering a recent unsuccessful attempt at pene- 
tration of this office by a 'smart female' from the former DVdl, Source has been 
sent along with some documents, which although genuine and reasonably interests 
ing are, after all, only introductions to the various subjects, and a 're-write' 
of former German training manuals. 
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a) VP Sohule PHENZLAU - including original training documents (introduction 
to Artillery training; introduction to Signals training and Recce 
training etc.), certain daily training details and various other origi- 
nal documents. 

1 . Designation 

Source claims that this school was originally designated a 'Hoehere 
Pclizei Schule' but then called only ' Volkspoli zeischule ERENZLAU 1 . 

2. Typo of sch oo l and duration of Course 

Pupils have been led to understand that on termination of the course in 
Apiil 1949 most of them will leave the school as police officers, 

3 . Stre ngth and Organisation 

Source claims that the total number of policemon at the school must be 
around tho 1,100 figure, Ho reports that there aro now ten (lO) •Korapanicn' 
all hough tho tenth was just being filled up. Each 'Korapanio* has an estab- 
lishment for 107 policemen, this figure being made up as follows :-

4. Armam e nt - reported a rri val of A rti llery 

Source is not too sure about the armament, but claims that there must have 
been about 15 machine guns (MG ?); 150 torany guns (MP 2*2) and about 500 car- 

bines (98 K), He reports that about the middle of Ootobor 2Mortars arrived 
anc. he thinks that these were Granatwerfer 8- cm. 

I 

5. Source reports that on 7th October 1949 artillery pieces were delivered 
at the school and he claims to have aeon about four 8.8 cm. anti-aircraft guns 
ani a roimber of light A. A. guns possibly2 cm. calibre. Source adds that for 
abcut three weeks before these artillery pieces arrived the garages where they 
are now stored had been declared an out-of-bounds aroa, 

6. Training 

Source himself did not take part in the training and is unable to give 
details of the scope of the various subjects under tho various headings. 

7. ife claims that the training is divided into ton (lO) main subjects and that 
thsse are known under a constant number designation (Roman figures). The 
various branches of each subject are determined each week by a code which 
changes weekly, and as instructions come from a higher level as to what subjects 
ani how raary hours of each are to be dealt with. Source claims that it was, 
therefore, impossible for anyone at compary level to know what subjects were 
going to bo dealt with two weeks ahead. 

8. On looking though the documents which Source had brought with him he 
pointed out that certain of the Roman figures stood for he following detailed 
main subjects:- 
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I - Political indoctrination 
II - Field craft, general infantry training with weapons 
III - Weapons other than hand-fire weapons 
IV - Weapon training and shooting practice 
V - General military training without weapons 
VI - Sport as adapted to suit military needs 
VII - Medical instruction 
IX - Instruction on conduct and disciplino 
X - General school subjects including Russian language 

9. As regards S igna ls training Source thinks that his 'Korapanie* has had only 
a total of three periods each of two hours and that has been only theoretical 
v/ork. He is of the opinion that more periods will be allotted to this subject 
when the weather is too bad for the pupils to do outside field training. 

10. As regards tra ining on mortars, he is of the opinion that only one 
'Kompanie* which~has~ been especially chosen as a mortar company has had any 
training, theoretical or otherwise, on this weapon. 

1 1 . Source reports that Arti llery training began only about the middle of 
November 1 9*4-9 but that this has been intensified training and the subject has 
been taught almost every day, and that about three hours a day has been allotted 
to it. He understands that thi's;traini«g is being given in every compary with 
the possible exception of one company which, he understands, is to specialise 

in engineers training * 

12. Daily training ti m ings do not differ from the usual Bereitschaften/ 
Schulen timings ana the subject detailed above are all taught within the 
period 0800 to 1730 hours with a tv/o hours midday break. Source reports 
that the evening individual study has, since about the middle of November 1949, 
given way to the writing of political essays and cinema shows (school now has 
its own cinema). 

13. Source reports that sp ecial weekly instruction is held for the o fficer s, 
ZugfUhrer and GruppenfUhrer, and this is partly confirmed by some of the 
attached documents. Of fi cers normally have their instruction on F ridays from 
1400 - 1730 hours, which is after their weekly conference with the"school chief 
on Friday mornings, ZugfUhrer normally have their instruction on Wednes days 
from 1400 - 1730 hours which consists mainly of field craft training and is 

' given by Oberkommissar H ASENBUilN ,r Grupp enfUhrer normally had their instruction 
on Th ursdays from 1400 *1730 hours which consisted mainly of field craft 
training and was given by Oberkommissar HASBNBEIN. Source reports that the 
training for GruppenfUhrer stopped after the school started running fort- 
nightly courses for GruppenfUhrer. 

14. In November 1949 the school began running N.C.CL course (GruppenfUhrer^ 
lehrgaenge) and these were conducted by Oberkommissaif GEISJJSmwho was normally 

a 'Kompanieftihrer' . The second course was still miming at flOth December 1949, 
the first one had lasted 15 days and the second one was understood to last 
for 17 days. Each course had been attended by three 'Unterfdhrer ' from each 
Korapanie. Source understands that all the pupils on these courseswere new 
recruits who had joined the police only after the opening of the school at 
FRENZLAU. 

15. Source reports that special weekly evening political indoctrination 
course are run by Kommissar LUX and Kommissar WHEEE for Zugftlhrer and other 
members of the permanent staff who cannot attend the political indoctrination 
periods during the normal training hours. 

16. Xmas and New Y ear Leav e , 

Source reports that 50$ of the pupils were leaving the school from the 
11th to the 14th December 1949 for leave over the Christmas period and that 
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they had to be back at the school by 2400 hours on the 27th Deoombor so that 
the other 50% could leave on the.'28th Decembc r for leave over the New Year period. 

1 7 . Even ing le ave 

Evenings for leave are the normal ones throughout the Zone and are Wed- 
nesdays, Saturdays and Sundays. Source claims that pupils are granted this 
evening leave on the basis of their progress in the training, but each pupil 
normally gets out once per week although it is not uncommon that a pupil who 
lias misbehaved, or who has shown no interest in the training has not been 
allowed out once in a period of s.ay four weeks. Recently a scheme has been 
introduced whereby two pupils from each KooqpajxLe allowed out of barracks 
ilaily and during the training period. 

1 8 , Vehi cle s 

Source claims that the school has at present only a total of: 

2 lorries; 5 cars; 5 motor cycles 

He had heard, however, that the initial target figure for vehicles is 
two lorries, one car and one motor cycle per Kompanic.

He claims that he himself first saw this 
officer during October 1949 but can give no details of the officers duties and 
states that he is not seen very much. The officer, is understood not to speak 
Herman.

Russians aro hold in tho oaup only temporarily. Thoy aro detained 
in two separate huts ponding completion of a transport. Whon a transport 
is c omplctcd thoy are sont to tho Soviet Union* Russian inmatos consist 
mainly of those prisoners who were sentenced to long tom imprisonment. The 
last "Russian" transport left tho camp at -the boginning of August 194-9 » 

Tho transport comprised about 500 Russian aubjoot. In culdition ‘.yore inoludod 
in the transport about 300 German women and about 1,000 Gorman male 
prisoners. 

6 . Influx, transfer and releases 

The rate of influx is rather hard to state in detailed returns. 
Informant states that transports with fresh prisoners arrive >vb tho a amp 
periodically in such a way that the strength of tho oaup is held up to 
Z h ,000. Transports comprise sometimes inmates from the paup at BAUTZEN 
vrhioh is a camp where there aro detained prisoners sentenced to over 15 
years forced labour. Prisoners frem BAUTZEN whose sentences arc yhortonod 
aro transferred to SnOlilfiNILiUCSEN. 

Other transfers are very seldom and comprise eventually those 
prisoner's whoso sentences aro prolonged. Transfers of Russian aubjoota ias 
mentioned above und or para. 5 are treated separately. 

Onxy those inmates v/ho served their sontanoes are reloaded. This 
is oarried out punctually. Every released inm .to roooivea a discharge papor. 
a sv.iall amount of food (broad, sugar and jam) June 20 Eaatrjarlcs for Journey 
home. On roloaso every prisoner is bound to sign an obligation to the ef f oot 
that he will not reveal any details of tho oamp.

out by tho head of tho NKVD det aniline nt in tho ‘presence of an interpreter* He 
wore plain clothes. Other interrogations were carried out by a uniformed NKVD 
official with tho Help of an interpreter* 
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Subjoct states that thoro was not a single interrogation 
. when ho was not boaton. Third dogreo methods wore also allied, every 
time he \7as accused of espionago. . 

After tho sooond interrogation - in ordor to force admittanoo 
/*' of guilt — subjoot was oxdorod to spend 12 - 14 hro nalco d in a cellar without 
^ blankets, food and with opon window (Novomber 46) 

After tho third interrogation, ho was also taken nefred to tho 
collar and by order of interrogator had water pourod over him six times, 
every ten minutes with bucket of cold wator. 

The interrogations in MERSEBURG (21.12,46 <■* 3.1.4 7) took 
plaoo eleven times. Tho first interrogation lasted six hrs at night on 
Xi.iaa ovo. Other interrogations lasted on an average throo hours, script loos 
twice nightly. Thoy woro carried out by unifoxmod NKVD offioial in tho 
presence of a Russian woman interpreter.

Upon completion of investigations in MERSEBURG, subject was 
brought, together with about 30 othor prisoners guarded by Russian armed 
sontries and dogs and chained together on 4*1.47 to the NKVD prison in 
HAl.il!. Transport was carried out in an -./pen lorry. Tho sontries wore 
armed with tonimy guns. 

There woro no interrogations in the NKVD prison in HALIE. 
Before subject v/as taken there ho was told in MEiiSEEURG that he would bo 
sentenced by a Russian tribunal according to the Russian Penal code. 

He was detained in tho cell No. 91 on tho second floor of 
tho NKVD prison ( " Zuohthaus - Roter Oohse") in HALIE. There wore eight 
prisoners hold in subject's coll which usually is dostinod for a singlo 
prisoner.

A transport of 53® inmates was organised at 1 ilCVD prison in. HAIIJS. 
Dostination of transport was not ’shown to the prisoners. They -.ere taknn by 
lorries from tho prison to tho station in HhLIE. Tho rail transport consisted 
of five goods tricks and one oarriago for Russian guards. Every rail truck hold 
60 - 80 prisoners including wemon. There wore about 12 women in tho truolc in

Tho rail transport loft Ukl££ on 16.3.V7 and arrived at 3A0IBEN-

InfoiViiant is not ablo to state whether the RAOHSENHklBEN oaurp iaj 
fittod Into tho general, system, of GUIAG or similar. 
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The military organisation ia identical with the above described 
Ednri.niotrc.tion of the oamp. There is no division between purely administrative 
staff and military organlBotion, 

The pomp is guarded by Russian sentries from massive vetch 
toners located vithin "voioc distanoe" , approximately 50 metres ffom each 
other. The watch towers arc mann d by one sentry, armed with a sub-machine gun 
and searchlight* The camp is lit up at nifjtt and patrolled outside by 
sentries vith dogs* In the surrounding. area several notioc boards announce 
that persons attempting to approach the oomp will be shot at without vnrning. 

Inside the camp, there ir a Gamp Polioc consisting of the 
inmates, A Russian saorgent is in charge of the Oamp Polioc* The main taste 
of the Oamp Police is to keep order among fellow prisoners under' Russian 
instructions. In addition, every hut haa a senior prisoner who is in charge of 
the hut and is responsible for internal order among the fellow prisoners. The 
Oamp Polioc does duties outside the barracks and. oarrios out searches on 
Russian instructions.

The • SAOHEENHAUSEN oniap oovers an area of 1,000 x 200 metres and 
is divided into two parts. The larger part is occupied by the internment 
camp where some 10,000 inmates arc held. The smaller port constitutes the 
actual penal camp with A, 000 inmates. The oomp, apart from the watch ^o^ers 
with sen trie b, is fenoed with 2,5 cm high and A0 cm wide' brick wall, followed 
by 2 m wide gangway for patrols and barbed wire of similar height. The barbed 
wire is charged with cleotrio current. Coils 6f barbed wire laid out at the 
inside of the oantp oomplctc the fence V v- v 



Each part of the oamp is additionally walled up and separate 
guardrooms installed. Similarly, inner onmp streets and every second hut's 
iranedinte grounds arc walled up. Entrances to complex of huts or riofc bay arc

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The common type of the camp accommodation are huts, wooden or 
stone ones, of about 50 x ( m, Eaoh hut aooonroodatcs at present 150 inmates, 
Formerly, however, up to 350 prisoners uec-d to be accommodated in a hut.. Every 
hut has in its central v ashing and toilefr installations, dividing the rest of tho 
spooc into two large rooms. Two cntranoca arc 'provided to the hut. Inmates 
sleep on three storeyed wooden beds similar to those used in German 
concentration camps. There arc tabled and wooden banohes in the middle of 
each room. Palliasses, sheets and pillow oasc-s were supplied about a year 
aj'o. At the seme time when newspapers were admitted to the oamp, Sinoc May 
1!)A8 the prisoners have been alio cd tn leave the huts for a walk within the 
surrounding grounds of two huts, : 
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Roll oalls take place twioe dally, in the rabniing and 
evening, and ore carried out by n Russian sergent. There arc hatha within 
the penal camp and prisoners use bathing facilities every ten days on 
average. Loudspeakers are installed at every seoondhut. They arc ured 
for transmission of offioial programmes only.
